All four measures will be consid- 
ered by committees of the Senate 
and Assembly Tuesday night and 
Wednesday morning. 

It is reported that while the 
realtors’ lobbies have not as yet 
shown any open opposition to these 
measures and have not submitted 
any bills of their own to provide for 
an increase in rents, they are never- 
theless concentrating their opposi- 


tion to the appointment of a com-| 


mission to control rents. In this 
manner they hope to nullify all 
action taken. It is planned that 
there will be a head commissioner, 
with boards established in the vari- 
ous communities patterned after the | 

Selective Service units, which will

Committee has revealed that one 
company, with relatively little cap- 
ital investment, secured, through 
political influence, millions of dol-

Such situations could be multiplied 
manifold among war contractors. 


It is these tremendous profits, and 
not the so-called high wages of war 
workers, that are responsible for 
the inflationary dangers now facing 
us. Recent studies of the Federal 
Reserve Board reveal that but a 
small proportion of the population 
have the greatest part of the na- 
tion’s savings. According to this 
government source, 10 per cent of 
the nation’s families have 60 per 
ent of the savings, while 50 per 
cent of the nation’s families have 
less than three per cent of the 
savings. These are the results of 
the so-called “high” wages of war- 
time labor, and certainly show that 
wartime wages are not responsible 
for the threat of inflation. 


On the other hand, government 
reports indicate that the take-home 
wages of labor have continued to 
drop since V-J Day. It is clear that 
there is no excess purchasing power 
in labor’s hands. What excess pur- 
chasing power does exist today, is in 
the hands of the war profiteers, 
such as have been exposed by the 
Mead Committee. And these are 
the people who built up the black 
markets to which scarce goods were 
diverted. 


Time and again, spokesmen for 
organized labor pointed out that the 
wartime wage stabilization pro- 
gram would prevent the accumula- 
tion by labor of the purchasing 
power upon which American large- 
scale industry depends. The Fed- 
eral Reserve Board study simply 
proves that labor’s spokesmen were 


correct, that there is no surplus 
purchasing power today in the | 
hands of American labor, and that. 


labor can neither contribute to the’ 


inflationary spiral or even become 
customers of American industry. 
The surplus purchasing power is in 
the hands of but 10 per cent of the 
population, in which class are to be 
found the profiteers now under the 
spotlight of f the Mead Committee.

Vicious attacks upon members of 
a peaceful picket line at the Pacific 
Press this week by hired thugs and 
police gave AF'L leaders in Los Ang- 
eles concrete proof that the advo- 
cates of the “open shop” are still 
determined to keep this city as “the 
Citadel of anti-unionism.” The sig- 
nal for uncontrolled clubbing and 
hitting of the trade unionists was 
given when a strikebreaker sub- 
jected Margaret Morgan of the 
Printing Specialties and Paper Con- 
verters’ Union to a series of kicks 
causing temporary paralysis of her 
left leg. The Pacific Press hoodlum 
attempted to flee from the scene 
during the confusion which fol- 
lowed, but was pursued by Printing 
Trades members and their support- 
ers until police officers finally 
joined in the chase and apprehended 
him. 

Leo Vie, business representative 
for the AFL Building and Con- 
struction Trades Council was struck 
across the mouth with a night stick 
by a policeman causing considerable 
bleeding but returned to the picket 
line in the face of this unprovoked 
physical intimidation.

Equal Rights Amendment 
Killed In Senate 


WASHINGTON.—By a vote of 38 
to 35, considerably under the neces- 
sary two-thirds, the Senate July 
19th killed the so-called equal rights 
amendment to the constitution (S. 
J. Res, 61) after two days of de- 
bate. 

Opposed by labor and liberal or- 
ganizations despite its adoption by 
both the Democratic and Repub- 
lican national conventions in 1944, 
the amendment was also under at- 
tack by deans and professors of 21 
leading law schools, eminent attor- 
neys, jurists and constitutional law- 
yers. 

Senator George L. Radcliffe (D, 
Md.) who sponsored the measure 
along with 23 other senators, moved 
to lay it aside rather than face sure 
defeat. This met an objection from 
Senator Abe Murdock (D, Utah) 
and Radcliffe next moved to send 
the resolution back to the Senate 


Committee on Judiciary. This was 
met by an objection by Senator 
Homer Capehart (R, Ind.) one of 


the measure’s original sponsors, but 
he withdrew his objection only to 
have Senator Charles Andrews (D, 
Fla.) interpose his own objection.

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THE SENATE SURRENDERS 


By WILLIAM GREEN, 
President of the American Federation of Labor 

The United States Senate has surrendered to the demands 
of special interests. 

By removing price controls on meat, poultry, milk, eggs and 
many other vital commodities at a time when they are still 
scarce, the Senate virtually ended all price control so far as the 
vast majority of the Nation’s consumers are concerned. 

If the Senate’s action becomes law, the cost of living of every 
American family will mount sky-high. 

This is no wild and unfounded prediction. It has been proved 
in the Nation's market places during the past two weeks. Since 
Congress allowed the legal life of OPA to lapse on June 30th, 
wholesale and retail prices have jumped to record heights. Milk 
went up three cents a quart, plain, ordinary hamburger sold as 
much as a dollar a pound and rents in some cities increased from 
25 to 200 per cent. 

In the face of this cruel demonstration of profiteering raids on 
the helpless people of our country, the Senate went right ahead 
and voted to let such wholesale exploitation continue. No con- 
sideration was given to the public welfare. 

In the present temper of Congress, it is almost too much to 
expect the House of Representatives to reject the Senate amend- 
ments. 

If the OPA bill is adopted by Congress in its present form. the 
responsibility for letting it become law will then rest squarely 
on President Truman again. He vetoed the original OPA exten- 
sion bill because it was woefully inadequate. This new measure 
is just as bad and perhaps even worse. 

The American Federation of Labor does not believe in perma- 
nent price controls. We are just as anxious as anyone else to 
see them eliminated as soon as emergency shortages are wiped 
out. This can be done in a matter of months, because production 
is now in full swing. 

It is tragic that Congress lacks the fortitude to continue effec- 
tive price control temporarily until production catches up with 
demand. Then there will no longer be any need or justification 
for the OPA. But premature removal of price control can only 
result in a tidal wave of inflation and lead to a disastrous post- 
war depression. 

The failure of Congress to hold the line on prices is especially 

~ alarming to the wage-earners of the Nation with fixed incomes. 
I know there is a widespread feeling among them to strike in 
protest against the-disregard of consumer interests. If uncon- 
trolled inflation comes, there will be no way of holding back 
strikes for higher wages. But this is no time for hasty action. 

I will call all American workers, therefore, to safeguard their 
own interests and the public welfare by increasing production 
now. That is the only way to end scarcities and prevent infla- 
tion, regardless of the mistakes of Congress. I am confident that 
the workers of our country will respond wholeheartedly to this 
appeal and carry out their responsibilities. 


KNIFE IN THE BACK 


Congress has cut both Labor Department and NLRB salary 
funds, and layoffs will probably result. This will mean that vio- 
lations of the wage-hour law and the Wagner act will take much 
longer to process. 

Congress has sent US Employment Service back to the states. 
The danger here is that mismanagement and shortage of funds 
lead to all kinds of anti-union policies as far as unemployment 
compensation is concerned. Results anticipated both by Con- 
gress and by labor will be slackening on enforcement of laws 
meant for the protection of labor.

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BOARD REFUSES TAX REDUCTIONS TO 
VIOLATORS OF WAGE CONTROLS 


The Tenth Regional Wage Stabil- 
ization Board reported today that 
income tax disallowances totalling 
$3,724,268.35 have been levied 
against 1,032 employers in Califor- 
nia, Nevada and Arizona for viola- 
tions of wage controls since the 
beginning of wage stabilization on 
October 3, 1942. 


Paul L. Kleinsorge, chairman, said 
that the Board’s Enforcement Di- 
vision had completed action on 
practically every wartime violation 
case before the Price Control Act 
expired June 36th. 


In addition to the 1,032 employers 
against whom financial sanctions 
have been imposed, Kleinsorge said 
the Board closed 7,066 violation 
cases without penalties. Most of 
these cases involved minor viola- 
tions by employers who made volun- 
tary disclosures of their violations 
or who immediately rolled back 
their wage rates to authorized 
levels when they discovered they 
were in violation, he said. 


Of the cases closed with penalty, 
only 51 involved hearings before 
the tripartite board of public, in- 
dustry and labor members. The 
average disallowance assessed in 
these cases was $6,044.46. 


All other cases were settled 
through voluntary agreements in 
which the employers admitted their 
violations, waived their right to a 
hearing and agreed to the amount 
of the penalty. In such cases the 
average penalty was $3,475, Klein- 
sorge reported. 


Actions on violations cases still 
before the board is being withheld 
pending outcome of legislation now 
before Congress. 


Sales of U. S. Savings Bonds,

CHICAGO.—Attorneys for Presi- 
dent James C. Petrillo of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Musicians (AFL) 
filed a motion in federal court here 
charging that the Lea act violates 
four amendments to the constitu- 
tion. 

The musicians’ union leader was 
named in a criminal information 
filed by U. S. Attorney J. Albert 
Woll June 13th accusing him of vio- 
lating the act by attempting to com- 
pel radio station WAAF to employ 
three “unnecessary” persons. The 
action followed a strike called 
against the station by the union in 
a move to force a test case of the 
recently-enacted legislation. Petril- 
lo’s attorneys, Joseph Padway and 
David Katz, made four specific 
charges against the act. 

The union lawyers have until 
August 5th to file briefs in support 
of their motion and the govern- 
ment’s reply briefs must be in by 
September 9th. If found guilty of 
violating the law, Petrillo faces a 
maximum penalty of a year in 
prison and $1,000 fine.

No Charge For 
Physical Exam. 
Says State 
Commissioner 


SAN FRANCISCO. — “Requiring 
an employe or applicant for employ- 
ment to pay the cost of a physical 
examination is illegaly punishable 
by a fine or imprisonment,” John F. 
Dalton, State Labor Commissioner, 
announced today, in response to 
numerous inquiries. 

Section 222.5 of the California La- 
bor Code enacted in 1945 provides: 

“No person shall withhold or de- 
duct from the compensation of any 
employe, or require any prospective 
employe or applicant for employ- 
ment to pay any fee for, or cost of, 
any preemployment medical or 
physical examination taken as a 
condition of employment.”
